Revision oF THE Boox or Common PRayer.—The agi- 
tation as to the revision of the Book of Commen Prayer con- 
tinves toexcite attention. [t appears that the declaration 
against any alteration of the liturgy has received 4,000 sig- 
natures. The Rev. J. E, Cox, vicar of St. Helen’s, Bishops- 
gate, has refused to sign the declaration, and in a letter to 
Lord Ebury he says :'—" Very few clergymen with whom | 
have conversed appear to me to be ready to admit that no 
change whatever is required in the Book of Common Prayer ; 
but most of them shrink from entering boldly upon the 
necessary task at the present time, upon the plea that it is 
inexpedient just new to do so. Had such a plea prevailed 
with our forefathers, it is very doublful whether the blessing 
of the Reformation had now been our own; and I, for one, 
feeling the absolute necessity of immediate revisio1, ear- 
nestly entreat your lordship to persevere im the work you 
have so zealously undertaken.— Live poo! Mercury. 
Coroner's Inquest.—On Wednesday last, Thomas 
Izod, Esq., county coroner, held an inquest, at Knock- 
crac, on the body of Hugh Lackey, a rag-and-bone 
dealer, aged 60 years, whose body was discovered at 
Farnogue, on the road leading from Waterford to Innis- 
tiogue, on Christmas morning. It appeared that the de- 
ceased had been to Waterford on Saturday last, to dis- 
pose of his goods, and had in a car some necessaries tor 
Christmas ; he was last seen at Ringwood, trotting on, 
as was supposed to overtake the car. It is presumed 
that in attempting to make a“ short cut” to his lodgings 
he fell and dislocated his neck, from the effects of which 
he died. The deceased had been under the influence of 
drink. Considerable marks of struggling appeared by 
the road side, but none showing shoe-prints, the marks 
in the soft ground being those of “ corduroy.” A sum 
of 51d. was found on his person ; and with the excep- 
tion of the dislocation, there was no mark of injury on the 
body. ‘The deceased had stated to the man in whose 
house he lodged, that he had been a pensioner, but sold 
his pension, He said he had served in the West Indies, 
and that his connections were from Graiguenamana. 
The verdict was%in accordance with the evidence.—A‘/- 
kenny Moderator. 

CASTLEISLAND, Monpay.—<An inquest was held before 
J. Roche, Esq., coroner, and « respectable jury, in the 
courthouse, on ‘the body of a child, about four weeks 
old, who was found in a quarry at Meanus, within two 
miles of this town, by two men named Dunleavy and 
Clifford. They deposed that they were in pursuit of a 
rabbit when they observed something black inthe quarry 
mentioned, and that, on inspecting it closer, they found 
it to be the covering of a child, one of whose legs and 
arms protruded from the covering. They then called a 
woman who lived near to ascertain its sex, and she found 
that it was a male child. ‘They next informed the police, 
who brought the body into-the town, of the circumstance. 
The jury came to the conclusion, as the child had no 
marks of violence, “ that it was found in the aforesaid 
quarry, but that theycould not say whether it was alive 
or dead when placed there.” 

During the late frost a girl, named Bess Fitzgerald, 
fell, while carrying water in a can on her head, at 
Chapeltown, and was so severely i: jured that she had 
ceased to exist before medical aid could be procured.— 
Tralee Chronicle. 

AccipENTAL Firnz.—Early on the morning of Wed- 
nesday last, a fire broke out on the premises of Mr. 
James Delany, a shopkeeper residing at Clogh, near 
Castlecomer, and a large quantity of property was de- 
stroyed. The cause of the fire appears to have been 
purely accidental, arising from some pieces of calico 
having been over-night left too near the fire to dry.

Tae Sunken Sap Pigno.— The Austrian brig Piero, 
which was run down by the steam-ship Cumberland on 
Monday evening, had on board at the time in gold the 
freight of a cargo of corn that she brought here, the 
amount, it is said, being £400.

Henceforth the middle 
classes and better-conducted artisans will take as 
readily and as earnestly to rifle shooting as they have 
done to cricket. As thespring breaks, and 

the mornings become clear and warm, the 
sea shore, the Ings and commons of England 
will swarm with little knots of men who 
love their country and the weapon which guards it. 
As a comparatively new institution, the Volunteer 
Corps of England have met with almost unhoped for 
success. Even in politics this “arming of English- 
“ men has been of weight. Two months since, 
there was not a journal in France which did not 
indu'ge in declamation against England. Now we 
are saluted as friends to the same cause---partners in 
the same civilisation. We are a brave people, as well 
as a wealthy. The “hour ofour decadence,” to use 
a French phrase, has not struck yet, and Continental, 
Principalities begin to believe that the English Con- 
stitution will last as long, at least, as the Napoleonic 
dynasty. All this we owe to the rapid formation of 
our fleets, our Naval arrangements, and our Volun- 
teers. It is a dangerous thing to insult, much more 
to attack, a nation, whose every man is armed. 

It was exceedingly provoking to learn all this day 
by day, and yet to set by idly, in the ingle nook 
with the women, as it were. Spain, France, and 
Austria, all in their armies, boast of Milesian 
generals. The English army is fed from Ireland, 
and no man has ever yet dared, even falsely, to 
slight the valour of the Irish recruit. There is 
something of the old hot blood throbbing in us 
still, and the commercial progress of this country 
has not lessened our determination to defend it. 
We wondered, with something like indignation, 
why we were not permitted to arm like Scotch- 
men and Englishmen. We knew that in 1848 
some coffin-like cases- of muskets were conveyed 
to Trinity Colleg¢ and public offices, to be avail- 
ab! in case of trouble. Strange that we could 
be so readily entrusted with arms to use against 
our own countrymen, while we were not granted a 
rifle to use against the common foe of all.

Then the thought came that Ireland was to be 
abandoned as a lure for invasion. No very gene- 
rous idea, certainly. We know what Napoleon I. 
thought of Ireland, and how he believed that, 
through her sides, he could strike a mortal blow 
against England. Invasion was threatened against 
England, but twice was carried into effect in Ireland. 
The Duke of Wellington, too, urged the Govern- 
ment to form, at least, four strong entrenched’camps 
in Ireland. He spoke of the Militia and Yeomanry, 
and urged the increase of the latter. It would be 
difficult to dislodge, in this age of steam, an enemy 
who had possession of the strong places for a month. 
It was no consolation to us to be told that the Eng- 
lish Fleet would move round when it could be 
spared, and then would come a terrible revenge 
for desolated homes and outraged honour. 

But, while we were pondering on these unpleasant 
subjects, it appears the Government was really awake, 
and had leoked to Ireland. Vast fortifications are 
being erected on Spike Island, as the point of defence 
for one of our most spacious harbours. And, as if 
Cork was specially threatened, and the Government 
knew it, for once the trammels of red-tape have been 
broken through, andthe Cerkmen are to be armed, 
without a special Act of Parliament. What magic 
has effected this we knownot, but so it is. A Ge- 
vernment order has reached Cork, in so many words, 
authorising the formation of a Volunteer Corps there, 
to consist of all those who are in the employment 
of the Crown, such as the Custom House, Excise, 
and Post Office officials.

There are Civil Servants in Uublin to ten times 
the amount of those in Cork; we have forty times 
as many railway officials, and gentlemen engaged 
in banks and other public offices.

To what purpose should 
they enter a Congress which can only have the result 
of leaving matters in st atx quo so far as their own rights 
and claims are concerned ? ae es BI meet to 
discuss the question whether Central Italy shall be 
formed into a Confederation or placed under a single 
monarch, when all that Austria and the Pope care for 
is the preliminary question whether Central Italy shall 
not be restored to the inheritance of its late Sovereigns? 
Therefore, in satisfying England, the Emperor of the 
French has in the same proportion dissatisfied the 
Powers interested in upholding the doctrine which 
makes anation the property of a King or the appanage 
of a priest, and therefore, at the very moment when it 
was about to assemble, the Congress is adjourned sine 
die. 

There does not seem to be much difficulty in divining 
the course which the refusal of Austria and the Pope 
to enter the Congress, if things should really go that 
length, will impose on the Emperor of the French. He 
has made his election, and he must stand by it. He 
made war “for an idea,” and if that idea be not in some 
shape or other realised he will be in the untenable posi- 
tion of having made war for nothing. He has not 
only wrested Lombardy from Austria, he has given 
the inhabitants of Central Italy the opportunity of 
ridding themselves of their present Governments, 
and during an interregnum of more than six 
months he has uttered only oracular phrases re 
pecting their restoration. He has, however, com- 
mitted himself to the opinion that France can 
neither intervene in Central Italy herse'f, nor suffer 
Austria to doso. Should Austria attempt anything of 
the kind she must expect war with France—a war 
which, as it would be one purely of aggression on her 
side, would leave her without a friend or ally in Europe. 
Thus much appears clear, nor is it at all more difficult 
to see what is the position which, in case of the non- 
convocation of the Congress, is reserved for England. 
England is remitted to the position which she held be- 
fore the war broke out. She has been hitherto perfectly 
consistent. She has respected the rights conferred on 
Austria by treaty, and refused to be a party to 
depriving Austria of those rights either by negotiation 
or by force. She has admitted the right of the people 
of Central Italy to choose for themselves the Govern- 
ment and the dynasty which are, in their opinion, 
best calculated to secure their happiness. But 
England, whatever she may have done in other days, 
does not now go to war for ideas and sentiments. She 
will be quite ready to recognise any Government which 
the people of Central Italy may establish for themselves, 
but she does not feel called upon to shed her blood or 
lavish her treasure in order to establish that Govern- 
ment forthem. Ifthese were her views when the power 
of Austria was yet unbroken, when the assistance of 
France was yot uncertain, much more is England dis- 
posed to adhere to them now that the events of last 
summer have shown so conclusively how weak is the ob- 


stacle which Central Italy has to overcome, how 
strong is the support that she may count on 
should Austria be ill-advised enough once more 
to try the fate of arms. We entertain, there- 
fore, no doubt that it is the duty of England--- 


as she from the first disapproved the war, as she 
has no claim to any share either éin its glories or its 
sacrifices—to leave the complications that may result 
from it to be adjusted by the belligerent Powers, main- 
taining an attitude of observation, and leaving to 
States who are fond of fighting in the quarrels of others 
to deal as best they may with the difficulties which they 
themselves have created. We have done all that could 
reasonably be expected from us when we have suffered 
ourselves, in order to extricate our great ally from the 
difficulties which he has sought and found,to beinvolved in 
the intricacies of an European Congress,called together to 
ratify proceedings about which we were never consulted. 
This is however,the highest point to which our complais-

If we recol- 
lect aright, Lord John Russell, with his accustomed 
promptitude, was perfectly ready with his third Re- 
form Bill when he gave his vote against the last 
Ministry. Indeed, some portion of the public looked 
for a new measure as the first effort of the Whig Cabi- 
net, or were sanguine enoughito expect that Lord John 
Russell would insist upon gratifying his patriotic im- 
pulses, at the expense of the comfort of his colleagues, 
by demanding an autumnal session. Yet, six months 
have passed away, and Reform is still a pledge to be 
fulfilled or evaded, not a difficulty overcome. The 
sixteen members of the Cabinet cannot make up their 
minds to a common course of action. How, indeed, is 
it to be expected, when even the leading organ admits 
“that they may be said to represent every shade of 
political opinion”? A moresweeping condemnation was 
never uttered. Given, sixteen gentlemen of every 
political persuasion, from the Tory to the extreme 
Radical, and the subjcct for discussion, Reform, what 
possible chance can there be of any unanimity ? What 
hope is there of the production of any but a patchwork 
piece of legislation, in which we shall find broad 
principles sacrificed to individual crotchets, and matters 
of national interest wholly subordinated to personal 
caprices ? We do not wonder that Mr. Cardwell ex- 
patiated with feeling on the difficulties of the task he 
and his colleagues have undertaken. Reform, even to 
the Conservative party, agreed upon the objects to be 
aimed at, and the evils to be shunned by any new 
change in our representative institutions, was a la- 
bour.

The happy period 
of irresponsibility will soon be over. The Ministry 
will soon be face to face with the nation, and 
we shall see what we shall see. Of this, at least, they 
may be assured, that whatever shifts and expedients 
they may be conipelled to resort to in order to avert 
their own disruption, the country is in no mood fora 
compromise of the question they have professed them- 
selves so anxious to solve. They must be prepared with

The Chairman said it became his duty to move the 
first resolution, that the report and abstract of accounts 
read be adopted. ‘There was very little need of long ob- 
servation on his part, so he would briefly lay before them 
in few words, the present position of the company.

ceed with the works. After working for some mouths, 
and making a further expenditure, they had ob- 
tained a satisfactory result, but he (the chairman) 
regretted to say that at present, the mine did not pre- 
sent so favourable a prospect as might be desired. Still, 
however ho was as yet unable positively to state whether 
they would coutinue working there or not. There were 
still some grounds for hoping for good returns, while, on 
the contrary, it might turn out that they were investing 
their money in what, perhaps, would prove to be a losing 
concern. At present he wasunable to state to what 
conclusion they would arrive. Then, with respect to 
the Ballycorus mines, they were as yet unable to decide 
what course they would adopt. As soon as the favour- 
able Spring weather commenced, it was the intention of 
the directors to resume the work, but in another diree- 
tion, because they believed the district was a good one, 
and there was some reason for expecting a profitable re- 
turn. ‘The Luganure Mines, in the county Wicklow, 
Knockmahon, in the county Waterford, and Slievardagh, 
in Tipperary, were all in the best working order, and 
there were no grounds for anticipating anything but the 
most favourable result from them. (Hear, hear.) It 
was highly gratifying that, along with the increase of 
their profits, they were enabled todo some good to their 
country. ‘They had two thousand five hundred work- 
men employed in the different mines, which, taking 
the family of each workman as consisting of three in 
number, would show a benefit resulting to seven thou- 
sand five hundred persons. (Hear, hear.) The wages 
of these men amounted to more than £100,000. Thus they 
were able to combine patriotism with profit. (A laugh.) 
The balance sheet had been altered andimproved. On the 
top of the page the company were debited with the amount 
of their calls, £140,000, and they were credited with 
their profits since the commencement. On the debit 
side, also, was the amount of the undivided profits, 
£48,000, and on the other side £32,000, representing the 
valuable capital of the company. For the future they 
would see on either side £140,000 in the gross. The 
capital of this company was unlike that of railways and 
such concerns, as it did not exist in a tangible shape, 
for it was expended in mining works. The present form 
of the accounts was very simple, and he believed would 
prove highly satisfactory. (Applause.) 


Mr. Haughton observed that a very large portion of 
ore was on hands, and he wished to know why it was 
detained? 

Mr. Stormont remarked that the liabilities appeared 
to be greater than in the last half year. They were 
then only £20,000, whereas now they amounted to 
£25,000. It was right to declare a moderate dividend 
in order that the company might save money to inerease 
the floating capital. 

Mr. O’Connor said that in looking over the accounts 
for the past few years, he did not altogether agree with 
She chairman. It appeared to him that a sum of £7,760 
was available for the purposes of dividend, and that it 
they had not been working at the unproductive mines 
at a loss, they would have had a profit of £10,000 avail- 
able for that purpose. He disagreed with the chairman, 
for he thought the mines were as good a representative 
of capital as many railways in the country. During the 

half year, £1,250 had been the amount of loss on 
three mines, and during the last three half years the 
total amount of loss on these unproductive mines 
extended to £5,100. Thus, it appeared that 
the good miners were paying for the working of the 
bad. ‘This time last year, the profits were £6,040, and 
this half year £7,760; that would leave for the three 
half years a surplus of £5,750. Now, there was a very 
good prospect of success, and he believed that by giving 
5 per cent. the directors would not only not injure their 
roperty, but would do positive good to the company. 

e had been connected with it as a shareholder for 
sixteen or seventeen years, and he had very little reason 
to be anxious one way or the other. He believed ihe 
company managed the property very well, but yet he 
would like to see them take such steps as he would re- 
commend them--that of increasing their dividend. Under 
the circumstances, it would be very satisfactory, and 
only what might be expected, when they considered the 
large amount of profits of the last half year. 

Mr. Vickers agreed with the facts as stated by Mr. 
O'Connor, but not with the conclusions, for he found

Mr. Stormont, after a few remarks, thanked the 
directors, as an individual shareholder, for the manner 
in which the accounts had been made up. 

Mr. Pillar could not agree in thinking the company 
in such a flourishing condition as it had been repre 
sented, when it was considered that they owed £27,000 
to the Bank. 

Mr. O'Connor pressed his view, that a larger divi- 
dend than 34 per cent. on the half year should be de- 
clared, as when their profits were £1,720 less, they gave 
thatdividend. If they were right in giving 34 per cent 
now, they must have been wrong then.

PRESERVATION OF LIFE FROM SHIPWRECK. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sik,—Having seen in your impression of the 3ist ult. 
a letter signed “ Nautilus,” in reference to a“ kite. " 
whereby a communication between a vessel in distress 
and the shore might be effected, 1 beg leave to state 
that in the year 1853 I prepared a model “ kite,’ (the 
frame work of which was made of wire, and covered 
with No. 6 canvas), for that purpose, intending to show 
it at the Dublin Exhubition of that year, but, unfor- 
tunately al had not got it perfected until the time for 
receiving things of thekind had passed. 

Instead of “a long cord attached;to its body, by which 
the people ón shore could pull it down,” &e.. I had a 
cord from the head of the kite, extending down the main 
line about a fathom, and spliced thereto, and Just sufh- 
ciently slack not to interfere with the proper augle ot 
the kite for flying. 

When the kite had reached the proper altitude, I then 

put on a messenger (which all school-boys understand): 
this messenger resembled a tin plate, or platter, with a 
small tapered funnel through its centre, the wide part 
towards the kite. 
The wind, taking the surface of the messenger or 
platter, blew it up along the line, and the funnel uniting, 
or closing the two lines, at the head of the kite, it was 
at once deprived of its ascending, or flying angle, 
and, consequently, immediately fell. If used at 
night, a small lantern was to be attached to the 
messenger to point out its position. 

[ have no doubt that a communication with the shore 
might be effected by this means, if the kite could be got 
to ascend clear ot the spars and rigging ; but I fear 
that these impediments would be a bar to its general 
utility. 

The importance of devising some mode bf conveying 
a line from a shipwrecked vessel to the shore has long 
been, with me, a matter of much thought and considera- 
tion, and I have at length designed an apparatus where- 
by a line may be carried a distance ot froyi 5 to 700 
yards from a vessel to a lee shore, when blowing hard; 
between vessels at sea when boats cannot be used. 
“ly invention has met the approval of many scientific 
personstowhom [ have exhibited it, and was noticed 
in Saunders s News-Letter of the 22nd October last, a 
few days before the wreck of the Royal Charter in the 
following terms :— . 
“ We have seen a very simple andingenious inv ention, 
designed by Mr. A. P. Allen, county Wexford, for con- 
veying to the land a line from a wrecked vessel on a 
lee shore, in a storm. It has been tried, we understand, 
with very satisfactory results. The value of such an 
invention, if it can be made available, and which ap- 
pears to be quitefpracticable, would be great indeed, as a 
means of rescuing lives imperilled by sasipwreck, and 
we commend it to the consideration of the Board ot 
Trade, who, if it be found such as is represented, will, 
we trust, order all ships to be supplied with this cheap 
and simple apparatus.”’ 
I have the utmost confidence in the invention, and 
trust that it may yet be found useful, as ameans of say 
ing life in cases of shipwreck.—I am, sir, yours very

There is no law in Spain prohibiting the cir- 
culation of the Roman Catholic edition of the new ‘Tes- 
tament, in Spanish, and without notes ; consequently, 
Escalante cannot be legally imprisoned on that ground, 
Neither will the tact of the books being contraband (be- 
cause printed in London) condemn him ; for, in the 


first place, he is not committed to prison on a charge of 
smuggling ; and, in the second place, the small value of 


the Testaments, are not sufficient by the laws of Spain 
to condemn him, even to a month ’simprisonment. . 

“ The charge on which he was arrested is his having in- 
fringed the 128th Article of the Penal Code,which states 
that ‘the attempt to overthrow or change (variar) the 
religion of the country, shall be punished by imprison- 
ment of from six to ten years.’

M. Lissajous 
has remarked that when this inductive spark is viewed 
in a mirror which is shaken in one’s hand, the luminous 
atmosphere is secn to extend ina long yellowigh band, 
one of the extremities of which is occupied by the fiery 
line. 4lence he concludes that ihe atmosphere com- 
jmences at the moment the spark breaks forth, and lasts 
during a certain fraction of a second; whence it might 
be interred that the second part of the spark is com- 
posed of ponderable matter abstracted from the poles, 


conducting arc.—M. A. Poey sent in a note on an aus- 
tral aurora observed in Chili on the night of the Ist 
of September last coinciding with the one observed in 
the northern hemisphere. It was seen in the southern 
horizon, at Conception (lat. 37 deg. S. lon., 85 deg. W.), 
from midnight until two a.m.of the 2d. Its appearance 
was that of a vast ignis fatuus darting flashes of light, 
and emitting vapour ; its brilliancy was equal to that 
of themoon, Soon afterwards two falling stars rapidly 
traversed it, passing beyond its limits.

The police were on the alert, but they could find no 
trace of the robbers, until Bidel suddenly broke his band 
and disappeared.

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STEAM CULTIVATION. 

The Times has a long article this morning on the“ Pro- 
gress and Profitof the Steam Plough.” “ Very few 
years have sufficed to give the farmer an auxiliary force 
of steam power equal to 40,000 or 50,000 horses; he will 
require only about seven times this amount to effect 
his tillage. The most extended of our va- 
rious classes of soil are, perhaps, the friable loams and 
other lands capable of moderately deep culture. Here 
is an immense field for steam-power in rooting up foul 
stubble with the cultivating tine, turning over the clover 
lea with share and moulaboard and subsoiling and trench- 
ing, so as to deepen the stratum of staple soil, either by 
disintegrating the underlying rock or the cemented pan, 
or by uplifting from a foot depth the subsoil, which may 
need only air and light in order to increase the farm 
downwards while the are aremains bounded as before. 
For it is becoming evident in many ways that tillage is 
the portion of farm art to which the managers of these 
lands must chiefly look for help. Ammoniacal ‘artifi- 
cials’ have greatly assisted our corn lands in their 
difficulty; but though the chemist may declare how many 
pounds of nitrogen will raise a bushel of wheat, he 
knows that on soils not rich in native ‘minerals’ the 
svstem cannot last long. Neither can the sea-birds, 
guano nor the phosphoric bone be imported for ever. 
Again, the stock-farmers are growing more frightened 
every year atthe failure of their winter keep of roots, 
dependent, in perhaps a principal measure, upon a depth 
of tilth and due moisture in the summer seed-bed—to 
be secured only by the avoidance of spring ploughing, 
which necessitates the practice of autumn fallowing. 
And it is just this new power of tilling and cleansing 
jand in the couple of busy months during and imme- 
diately following harvest that forms one main point of ad- 
vantage in steam gulture. In the comparatively few ex- 
amples hithertO existing of regular 9-inch ploughing 
and in the results of 21-inch subsoiling (which from it) 
expense with many herses can only be occasionaly, 
every farmer has learnt where lies the secret of great 
and healthy crops, and how inferior lands may be made 
equal tothe rich. At present two things prevent such 
deep tillage as 12-inch ploughing in the regular working 
of whole farms—the insufficiency of the ordinary 
teams that can be spared for the extra labour, and the 
useléssness; or at least after-cxpensiveness, of such driv- 
ing into the sub-stratum until the upper staple has been 
cleansed of root-weels. 

“ llence it is in better cultivation rendered practicable> 
more than in greater comparative cheapness of operations, 
that the gain of steam ploughing will be principally felt. 
Still the pecuniary saving is considerable; and for these 
reasons:—the engine, never tiring, compresses a larger 
amount of acres worked into one day, and so forwards 
the seeding of crops, always a point of great moment, and 
equivalent to a considerable increase of produce in an un- 
settled season; its work is of much greater value when 
done, owing to the thorough division and loosening of the 
texture of the ground by the rapid motion of the imple- 
ment, the freedum from injurious pressure, and sledging 
action upon the under soil, and the suddening and closing 
up of the interstitial spaces for air and moisture by the 
trampling of teams in any but the driest weather; its 
tillage is deeper and more regular, and, from its superior 
excellence, has been uniformly found to occasion an in- 
creased yield per acre.” 

Lhe writer, alluding to the effect of steam cultiva tien 
upon clay soils says:—“ Churchill and Sarsden Lodge 
farms, near Chipping Norton, embracing 1,200 acres in 
extent, about 800 of which are arable, form one portion 
of about 2,000 acres, occupied by Mr. Langston, not in the 
lavish amateur style, which might adopt the steam plough 
as a farm luxury, apart from business motives, but farmed 
with a view to profit, as well as the display of a high 
order of cultivation. And under-the skilful manager, Mr. 
Savidge, they pay rent like the other farms on the estate, 
purchase their own machinery, and answer the expecta- 
tions of the proprietor. The soil is all heavy; geologically 
situated on the boundary bet ween the oolite cornbrash and 
the Oxford clay, a few miles north of Wychwood Forest. 
About three-quarters of a year since, Mr. Fowler’s machi- 
nery, witha 10-horse engine, began its career upon the 
farm. ‘Three distinct processes have been performed— 
common ploughing eight and sometimes 10 inches in depth 
at the rate of five or six acres a day; crossing ploughed land 
with grubber-lines, taking a six feet breadth accomplishing 
12 acres a day; and breaking up stubble ground for fallow. 
And the engine, being self-propelling, travelled of its own 
accord from one part of the farm to another, having 
only one horse to guide it,— the same horse employed in 
laying out the rope and;fetching coal and water. Toshow 
the economy of the steam over the animal draught-work 
we will allow even a larger force of men than is really 
needed to manage the apparatus, and suppose them to re- 
ceive even higher wages than would be the rule in most 
localities; that is, the labour and the water-carting cost 
£4 18sa week. The coal burnt amounts to three tons, 
at 16s per ton, which, with oil, &c., at 9s., will make the 
weekly working expenses £7 138s. How much must be 
added for wear and tear ? Tobe safe in our estimate, 
we allow £120 a-year, which will buy a whole new rope 
every year, and leave £52 for repairing the engine and 
machinery, the prime cost of which was £635. The 
farms provide thirty weeks’ work ina year ; and, add- 
ing this £4 a week to the field expenses, we have a 
total weekly outlay of £11 13s. or say, 40s. a-day, A 
few more figures bring us to the conclusion that the 
ploughing has cost 7s. to 8s. an acre; the scuffling or 
cultivating, $s. 6d ; and the smashing-up or deep scari- 
fying, 6s. to 7s. per acre. But the comparison (great 
as it is) of 50 per cent, saving between the ploughing 
we saw doneat 7s. and the same work by horse labour 
at fully 14s. per acre, does not express hclf the gain upon 
this strong land. The work, costing but half price, is 
of far more value when done. e had the corro- 
borative testimony of observant neighbours, that the land 
stcam-plonghed for a seed-bed took two harrowings less 
to prepare it for the driil—a saving of fully 2s. 6d. per |

THE CONGRESS—FRANCE AND ENGLAND. 
The Times observes that we have succeeded rather 
too well in obtaining the guarantees we sought before 
entering the Congress. In satisfying England, the Em- 
peror of France has, in the same proportion, dissatisfied 
the Powers interested in upholding the doctrine which 
makes a nation the property of a king, or appendage of 
a priest, and therefore, at the very moment when it was 
about to assemble, the Congress is adjourned sine die. 
The Emperor has committed himself to the opinion that 
France cannot either intervene in Central Italy herself, 
nor suffer Austria to do so. Should Austria attempt 
anything of the kind, she must expect war with France. 
The Times adds, while desiring the most perfect un- 
derstanding between the Governments of England and 
France, England would regarc with the utmost repug- 
mance the terms of any treaty or agreement which 
would bind her to joint action with France in regulating 
the affairs of Italy. In expressing these views the 
Times trusts it is combating a chimera; but adds, it is 
not one of ils own creation.

the unfortunate man, whose head and face are fearfully 
cut and disfigured. ‘The party thea decamped, leaving 
a notice that such would be the fate of all intermeddlers. 
There are hopes of Griffin’s recovery, but some inter- 
nal injuries may have been inflicted that will end fa- 
tally. James Ross, Esq., resident magistrate for the 
district, took his informations this morning, and Sub- 
Inspector Ilarvey and the constabulary have been ac- 
tively engaged during the day in searching after the 
perpetrators of this outrage. Griffin said he would be 
able to identify one of the party, whose face he is M.- 
quainted with, but the others were all strangers.

done fur Congress; and, in point ot fact, has done its 
work and rendered it superfluous to consolidate the ac- 
tual condition of Italy, ratify and recognise the results 
of last year’s Italian campaign, give a Parliamentary 
title tothe present holders of authority in the Peninsula, 
which would be the inevitable upshot of an assembly where 
France, England, Russia, and Prussia were in pertect 
accord, and hence Austria has drawn back; and Lord 
Cowley left Paris suddenly yesterday for conference 
with Lord Palmerston. The immediate and formal re- 
cognition by England of the emancipated territories is 
talked of here,to be followed by a similar act on th: 
part of France and England. Richard Metternich failed 
in getting from Walewski any sort of disavowal of the 
pariphict, and saw at once that the game was up. It 
would not suit Austria to assist at an European syno i 
where the eternal severance of Lombardy must be re - 
corded, and acquire the guarantee of Europe. Vienna 
still hopes for some chance event which may once more 
let loose her legions from the quadrilateral for re-con- 
quest of Milan, just as the Moors of Morocco keep th: 
keys of Cordova and of Seville, on the speculation thit 
those rusty relics may yet be servfeable on their return 
to Spain. 

Lest there be any doubt concerning the Governme n- 
tal organ of the pamphlet, the secret is openly pro 
claimed in Le Constitutionnel to-day. Grandguillot is 
the authorised mouthpiece of the French Court, and he 
puts his signature to the last of the three letters 
hitherto signed “ A French Catholic,’ rebutting the 
declamations of ] Jupantoup.

Le Nord of to-day devotes the greater part 
of its columns té an article headed “ Germany before 
Congress,” in which it seeks to arouse a similar spiri' 
among the great ‘Teutonic population, and to introduce 
the wnovement now progressing in Italy for combination 
and national unity. As the curse of Italy was partition 
into small sovercignties, as the Heptarchy was the weak: 
ness of iingland, it exhorts Germany to get rid of its 
ridiculous dukelings and petty courts, It states the ne- 
lancholy fact, that in the eighteenth century there were 
nearly 500 small potentates in Fatherland, gradually re- 
duced to 200 at its close—that this number was cut 
down to 140 by the war of the French Revolution, until 
the Congress of 1815 fixed the number of Teutonic sove- 
reigns at the modest figure of 38, which is about 30 too 
much for the benefit of Germany. 

. Thisis rank “ revolutionary” doctrine, and hence 
the small German Courts feel a deep sympathy wii! 
the expelled dukes of Modena, Parma, and Tuscany. 
The Lisenach committee is fully bent on bringing 
German nationality to bear on the Frankfort Diet ; and 
instead of a representative body, where courts alone 
send delegates, to require an assembly where the voice 
of German peoples shall find utterance, and the dwellers 
on the broad expense of old Deutschland make their 
feelings and wants heard, irrespective of the petty 
princelings. i
